its people. But the stir and bostle of the town
do not intrude upon the solemn beauty and
seronity of the hill-top, where the devotee of
ancient lore and modern science can pursue Lis
enticing studies in full view of the world of
strife, aud yot apart from its distractions aund
allurements,

The country roundabout presents all the
wariety of the mountain and the plain, and is
well worthy the attention of the tourist for its
surpassing natural beauties, Not the least
attractive of the scenes in the immediate
vicinity, is the cemetery on the sloping banks
of ' ae Bushkill, which is one of the most beau-
ti‘ul in the country. It contsins many fue
monuments, most noticeable among which are
those erected over the remains of George Taylor,
one ol the signers of the Declaration of Inde
pendence; the Hon, James M. Porter, Presi-
deunt Tyler's Secretary of Wur; and Governor
A. H. Hecder, of Kansas faue,

Lafayette College,
which is here located, has manifested duarivg
the past year the most gratifylog signs of pros.
perity, This is shown by the fact thal its per-
manent endowment has been lncreased to

Fhe Alumnl Mesting

was held ol hall-past three o'clock on Tuesday
aftercoon, in the Collegd Chapel, James T.
Dorun, Esa,, of Philadelphin, & member of the
cluss of 1848, presided, After the customary pre-
liminary business, the necrological record of the
past year was read, embracing sketches of eight
gruduates of the College who had died since the
Inst meeting of the Alumnl. Among these wus
the Rev. Johu M. Lowrle, D, D., of the
class of 1840, who died at Fort Wayne, Ia-
disna, alter long and useful pastorates, st Blairs-
town, New Jersey; Lapeaster, Ohlo; and Fort
Wayne. Apother was the late Charles B, Pot-
tinger, an Alderman of the ¢ity of Philadelplua,
who was a member of the class of 1846, Auother
of tha dead was Baboo Ishwari Das, & native
Hindoo miesivnary of more than ordinary
tulent, who was a stndent of the College for one
year about twenly years ago. [Por several years
he had been principal of the Mission Behools at
Futtebpore, aud early in 1806 he was ordained,
and duly iustalled pastor of the Church at that
point by the Presbytery of Allshubad, He died
in the summer of 1867,

President Cattell addressed the mecting on
the subject of the state of the College endow-
ment, appealing to the Alnmunl for organized
and energetic efforts in behall of the College.

Major H. T, Lee then read the report of the
Committee on the Soldiers' Memorial, The
Comwittee recommended the erection of a
granite monument, thirly-five or forty feet in
height, of plum but substantial character, and
to cost about $5000, The recommendations ot
the Committee were uvanimously approved,
after an cpimated debate, and the foliowing
geatlemen were appointed o committee  to
superintend and forwerd the work:—tGovernor
Alexapder Rumsey, General Campbell, Hon.
N. B. Smithers, Colonel Dorris, General Sel-
fridge, Captain Hambuiger, John J. Pomeroy,
Aug. Raymond, H. L. Bunstein, J. L. Grier, Dr,
J. H, H. Love, C. F, Chidsey, Dr. J. M, Juukin,
J. H. Nelghbour, Hon, Aug. Eichey, Dr. C, R.
Wagner, H, T, Lee, Willlawm Kennedy, F. A. R.
Buldwin, Thomus Camant, R, D. Barclay, R. B.
Suodgrass, 8, J, Coflin, Joseph Barrett, and J,
T, Doran.

Previous to the adjournment of the Alumni
meeting, several hundred dollurs were subscribed
towurds the Monument fund, Immediately after
the adjournment, a meeting of the Committes
wae hield, and an organization effectel by elect-
ing Dr, J. M. Junkio, Presideut, and Major H,
T. Lee, Sceretnry, BMr, H, L, Bunsiein was
gelected as Corresponding Secratury, and autho-
rized to address a circular lotter to all of the
Alummi upon the subject of the monument,
enforcing it upon their attention, and soliciting
their contributions, A sub-committee was then
appointed on designe, It was then resolved to
bold & meetimg of the whole Commitiee in
September, upon the day appointed for the
meeting of the Trustees,

The site selected for the monument is the

At the Alumn! mecling a commitlee was
gelected to nttend the next anuudl examiontions
of the College, Promivent amonez the gentle-
men 0 uppointed was the Ruv. Willinm Henry
Green, D, Iy, the distinguished 'vofessor in the
Prinoeton  Theological Seminary, who was
clected to the Presidency of Princeton Col-
leze, but declined the hovor, thus making room
for Rev. Dr, MeCosh, Dy, Green is a eradoate
of Lafayette, and his great learning and scknow-
ledged abllity bave sbhed muoch lustre on the
College in which his successiul career was
begun,

Oratiom by the Hom. Galusha A. Grow,
Hefore the Literary Socletion,

On Touesday evenlng, the noniversary of the
Literary Socletles wus held at the First Presby-
terinn Choveb, The Hown. Galusha A, Grow,
formerly Speaker of the House of Rapre-enta-
tives, was the orator of the occasion, nnd de-
livered an eloguent address on “The Now
Republie” Mr, Grow briefly noticed the origin
of the old republie, charscterizing asits moving
prineiples the idess promulgated by Columbus,
Luther, and the Pllgrim Fathers, He then
advertod to the pust history of the country,
eLowing how we had pussed throvgh the three

:}}ut

stagres of natlonal growth—oarving out an
existence for ourselves in the War of Indepen-
dence; proving our ability to maintaln eur
position at the fireside of nations, In the War of
1812; and finally establishing our eapacity to
protect ourselves from ourselves, as wo dud in
the great war tor the Unlon. The spenker then
contrasted the New Republic thus born with the
Uld, on the dividing line belween which we now
sland, Our country is now onec of magnificent
proportions. The North is clad in perpetual lce,
while in the Bouth the reaper is gathering his
grain; it le midday in the East, while the Weat
Is wrapped in darkoess. Thus 2 the dream
of Columbus reallzed, nnd men still go west-
ward to seck the Indies, The race moves steadily
onward., The destinles of humamty, of all time,
arc centered in our progress. While the past is
securo, the fature hangs on the present. Nations
live by the practice of justice, and perish through
injustice and wrong. Extent of territory or
vasiness of population was never the true eause
of anatlon's downfall, Rome died the day she
marched ‘long trains of captives into bondage,
and hurled men, women, and children into the
areva of the Colissum, to be torn to pleces by
wild beasts, If our rulers and law-makers fail
to profit by such teachings they must be taught
by redoubled woes, Our Palhers of the Revolu.
tion bought and pald the price of the natlon's
deliverance, But in erecting thelr temple of
liberty, while they crowned its pillars with
Corinthian leaves they placed chains and fleters
ol their base., To-day we are called upon to
gettle the foundations of the New Republic so
substautinlly that natlonal disaster shall fajl
upon us in vaio,

Mr. Grow then addressed himeelf more par-
ticularly to the young men who were about to
enter the broad arcua of the world, The speaker
sald:—

YWith the selting of to-morrow’s sun many
of you will have gone out into the manifold
walks of lfe. Having communed dally with
the past during your long seclusion, to-day yon
stand on the turesnold of lie's stern realities,
Before you l8 a llving age, stroggliog with all
1ts mighly energles for exisience—for llle,
lbertly, and the pursult of happiness, Venera-
tion for the past ls almost loseparable from
human uature. The thoughts of the soholar
luger around the Tiber, the /Mgean, and the
Nile. Cruel wars and abject slavery are forgot-
ten while gezing on the lumes of Troy or waloli«
Ing the kindling wrath of Achilles. The galling
bondage of labor and the servitnde of woman
are forgoiten while listening to the nloquanna
of the Benate or the thunders of the Forum,
But with this book of the past open before you,
permit not 118 wisdom and virtues Lo obscure
Its follles and vices, The humanl-
tlesm of life were little regarded, suve
for the benefit of the dominant orders
and favorile clusses, Let us not overlook the
Collsenm, the most stupsnduous of Ruome's ex-
isting rulos, its crumbling walls still sianalng,
& llving commentary upon the civilizatlon of
the times in which it was reared, more instruo-
tive than any written descriplion of soclety at
that period. Bullt at the pubiic expense, althe
helght of Roman glory, tor exbiibitions of bra-
tality more than sufficlent to gratify the
terocily of savage natures, hither resorted all
the dignitaries of religion and law, to bshold
men, women, and cilldron torn to pleces by
wild beasts, or to witness the scarcely lesa
brutal exhibition of the gladiatorial combat,
the victor in which was hailed with loud ac-
clalm by & bundred thousand speetators,
Cradled amld such scenes, how conld humanity
have a home. or justice a mercy seal? Yaet,
wherever antguity reared 1ts temples of ree
finement, it bullt likewlse It8 amphitheatre,

“In view of man's social political, and rell-
glous relations, the presentage s far in advance
of any fermer period, for its education begins
with toe inculeation of the great maxim of
buman life—*W hatsoever ye would that others
should do to you,do ye even so to them;’ and
I8 continued with those other kindred lessons of
the brotherhood of man which were first taught
on the ses shore and along the ulllsides of
Judea. As i;um:l go forth from these halis Lo
meel Lhe shadowy future, go with no blind
reverence for the past, or for institutions Da-
esuse of thelr grey age; but go with the stern
heart of the reformer, aver ready to receive the
new and the untried, if 1L be calenlated to pro-
mote the happlness and the welfare of Lthe race,
Mostof the evils which afllict soclety bave had
their orlgin in violence and wrong, snacted
into laws by the experience of the past, and
retained by the prejudices of the present. Be
not basty todencunoee as a vislonary and fauatio
the bold spirlt who dares, Columbus-like, to
stand cut upon unknown geas: he may yet re-
turn, luden with new conlinents of knowledge.
Vistonary s&od fansatic bhas been the alarm
ery of the devotee of the past, with whioh he
bas ever resieted all innovatfons upon esta-
bllighed cunstoms and oplolons, slnee Socrates
swallowed the hemlock, and Gallleo qulvered
on the rack,

‘ “Trust 0o foture, howe'er pleasant:
Lot the dend past bury 1ts desd;
Act, act, In the living presant,
Heart withio, and iiud o'eérhend ' »

Mr. Grow’'s oration elicited the most profound
altention, and heartiest applanse, one of its
sterling merits being its brevity, au accem-
plishment which not sll our public speakers
bave acquired.

The
Commencement exercises were held in the First
Presbyterian Church, lo which resorted all who
took n more lively interest in the success of the
young men who were there to bid furawell to
their instructora and associates of the pust four
yoears, According to the custom, the procesgion
was formed at the foot of that forbidding ster.
way leading up the hill on which stand the
College buildings, Mavtial muslc was an inevi-
tuble accompapiment of (he oceasion, There is
pothing like o flourlzh of trumpets and & rom.

They impart u degree of solemn eclat which
is not otherwize attainable; and, slthough they
have an alr of vulgarity, becnuse attrneting
scores of ragged and bewildered urchios to the
scene, they as certainly inspire both partici-
pauts and spectators with a livelier sepee of the
importunce of the trangpiring events, Collaze
life has such o savor of seclusion, s character-
ized by such downright and monolonous plod-
ding, that the stir and bastie of commencement
duy would be but half appreciated by ils devo-
tees, if thelr quict, scholarly moods were not
thoroughly dissipated by the plercing notes of
uombones and French horns, 8o, too, It is
fitting that these young men, who for four years,
long and wearlsome albeit 0 attractive, have
been patlently threading the avenues of Athens
wnd Bome, nud the still more intricate pathways
which modern eclence hag revealed, should be
ushered into spother and a harsher world by a
blare of trampets and aad a sounding of drams,

The Valedictory Address,

Previous to the formal farewell, Mr. Howell,
the Valedictoriun, discussed the subject of *The
ireek Classics and tha Bible," picturing Mouunt
Olympus, enow-crowned, and towering over the
plains of Theesuly, the throng of mivatrels who
dwelt thereon being the founaers of the litera-
ture which stood at the head of European cul-
ture. But before the days of Homer the Hebrow
Isuguage had been wrounght np to the very
highest piteh of sublimity in the song of Moses
and Deborah, The speaker characterized the
poetry of the Hebrews as loftier than that of
any other people. Thet words of SBocrates und
Plato are deficient in beauty when compared
with the grandeur of the Sermon on the Mount.
The Bible, which has raised the nations of the
world out of durkness, is the rich source of
divine enthusiasm. In it is to be found all that
is beautiful, subhme, and true, all that tends
towards that perfection, the fulnass of which we
will attain only when we behold its author,

Mr, Howell then pronouoced the Valedictory
Address, speaking as follows: —

The Commencemant Dimuner,

Tmmediately after the close of the commence-
ment exercises, the Trustees, Facully, Alumm
and Students, and certalo invited guests, formed
in procession, aud, preceded by a band of musie,
marched to the lecture-room of the Gerinan
Reformed Church, to pariake of the annual
commencement dinner. On this, us on previous
occasions, the yourng ladies of Easton were the
hosts and attendants, and the repast which
they spread betore the friends o the College
gave a most substantial evidence of the inte-
rest which they take in the welinre of the insti-
tution. Fuli justice was done the burdens of
the tables, the scene being extremely animated,
To the clatter of the dishes and the rattle of
knives and forks were added the murmurings
and laughter of three huudred voices, and now
nod then the strains of music.

In the midet of this hubbub ex-Governor Pol-
lock finally arose, and communded silence, He
then addressed the assembled compuny in his
customary happy vein, adverting to the faot
that to<day marked the passage of almost tue
third of & ceotury siuce the corner-stone of
Latayette College was lald,  But, said the
speaker, happy ns is the presoot oceasion of
rejoicing over its prosperity, lile lias always its
lights and shadows, aud there is now cast upon
us the shadow of a great loss. Oue is not here
to-aay who was always here before, who wus
with us from the firet, who laid the corner-stone
of Lafayette College, who was its founder and
its first President, The nawe of Dr, Juukin
will be as endurivg as the solid stone which he
assisted in putting in place; his memory neads
no better monument than the bullding on
yonder Lill, This s the shadow which
rests upon us to-day. Bat though the
shadow i8 here, the light is mnot ob-
scured. Governor Pollock proceeded at con-
siderable length to pay a fiting tribute to the
memory of the late Dr. Junkin, whose recent
death in Philadelphin has cast a gloom over the
denomipation of which he was such a brillinnt
ornament, and such a uzeful, zealous member,
Juvkin I& gone, continued the speaker, but his
mantle has fallen upon us. In his place is &
worthy successor, Dr. Willlum C. Cattell, the
wecond founder and second President ol Luafayette
College, Under hisearnest labors the institution
bas gained the rich endowment of nearly
§400,000 within two or three years., Governor
Pollock referred at length to the zeal displayed
by Dr. Cattell in gecuring an ample endowment
for the iustitution, aud tne pgreat and lasting
guccess which has attended his etforts in this
direction. He concluded by propozing the
health of Dr. Cattell, the proposition being
received by o hearty, almost boisterous round of
applause.

In responding, Dr, Cattell expresscd the grali-
fication which he felt on the occasion, stating
that he much preferred the quiet of his seat to
the floor. But be could not refrain from giving
the patrone and friends of Lufayette College
some words of encouragement and coneratula-
ticn on the great soceess which had attended
the effort to endow it in a substantial manuner.,
During the past year an effort had been made to
increase the endowment to $400,000 by raising
$200,000 in addition to what had peen previously
received, Mr, A, Parder, of Hazleton, who had
already given the College $120,000, had added
$60,000, on condition that the $200,000 desiced
be received willun a year. The time preseribed
had not yet elup=ed, and $170,000 in all had been
subscribed, while there was good reason to be
lieve that (ke full smount wousld be fortheoming
withiu the next few weeks. Aftler reterring at
gom e lepzth to his relutions with many of those
present s Professor in forwer years, the Presi-
dent resumed bis seal, amidit apolhker hearty
outburst of cheers,

Goverpor Pollock then introduced to the as-
cembloge Mr, Pardee, the great benefuctor of
the College, who recerved such a grecting s
would in some measure repay him for his mag-
nificent generesity. My, Pardee I5 o man of few
words, snd he sald bul few on this oeecasion,
these being to the effect that to President Cat-
teli’s pptiring industry and devotlon Lafuyette
College was judebted for the splendid endow-
ment which it had received,

Willlsm Adamson, Eeq., of Phlladelphia,
aoother mnoilcent beuefuctor of the justitution,
aleo addressed the company, in addition to
geveral of 1the trustees, professors, and Invited
guests, and the entertainment was hrought toa
close about 4 o'clock, with many eurncet fure-
wells sud beartielt expressione of good-will,
